The warden at that 
time was a Mr. Batson, his deputy, a 
Mr. Carter. This money was left in 
Ihe office by me and the slate of Ar- 
kansas has been using same up to 
this time, so please remit with inter- 
est without fail. T,hanking you in ad- 
vance for any favors shown. I remain 


J. A. Gormly." 


Warden Todhunler said after stucly- 
ng the letter began a search for $2.50. 
He said he cleaned out the massive 
safe in the prison office and even re- 
iiovcd the accumulation of more than 
W years of dust from its corners, but 
was1 not surprised to find it bare of 
my money, or anything else of value. 
Records revealed that men named 
Batson and Carter in charge of Ihe 
irison in 1890, but there was uo men- 
ion in the records of the $2.50 or any 
other money.

And now, by an ironic twist of fate, she is dead. She 


beat tuberculosis and overcame the dangers of disease, only 


„ to lose her lift in the sport that helped her to do it. 


Yet it would be a mistake to assume, therefore, the fate 


cheated, the young woman. There is little doubt that Miss 
Alexander, if we could ask her, would tell us that it was 
worth it. Most aviators, and indeed most men of other pro- 
fessions who engage in work that is dangerous and exciting, 
feel that way about it.

Par the thing that drives a man or a woman into avia- 


tion is generally a feeling that a short life is not nearly so 
bad, as a dull one. The man whose job may provide him any 
day with a one-way trip to the'pearly gates ceases to look 
upon death as the worst of evils. He knows that he may 
not have long to live; but while he lives, h? lives.

Tiie Federal Bnrge Linos, 
operated 


by the Inland Waterways Corporation, 
itself moved 1,500,000 tons of freight 
in 1D29, and the total moved in the 
river was far more thnn was carried 
on the river in 1570, the general said. 


In operations on the Mississippi nndi 


Warrior rivers the Federal lines em-j 
ploy 300 barges and 26 tow boau. 
Many of the barges are great 2.dOO 
tonners designed to run fully loaded 
over the nine-foot chatlnel from Now 
Orleans to St. Louis nr half full over 
the sixfoot stream Jrom St. Louis 
north. A few of the carriers are 500 
:onners, but no more of this type wil 
ae built. 


This equipment, valued at $18,000. 


000, operates over 3,200 miles of wat 
erway, offering shippers transporta- 
tion at 20 per cent less than cor- 
responding rail rates, Ashburn point 
ed out 


The story of a battle lies behiiu 


the present joint water and rail rates 
designed to benefit interior towns as 
well as river ports. In 1920 Ashburn 
filed suit with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission njfainst every rail- 
road in the United Stales in an effort 
to force the land carriers to establish 
joint Water and rail rates and arrange 
a division of profits. 


For three years the case ponder! 


Finally, in 1923, the commission hand 
ed down a decision favorable to the 
water lines. 


The present Inland Waterways Cor- 


poration had its genesis in the heavy 
traffic demands of the World War. In 
1924 
Ashburn took his "war-baby," 


then losing $1,000.000 a year, to Con- 
gress and asked for a well-financed 
aarge line to be operated on a peace- 
time basis. Then Secretary of War 
Weeks supported Ashburn's plan, and 
n 1924 the present Inland Waterways 
Corporation was authorized. 
Five 


million dollars was appropriated to 
mprcve the war-time lines. 


The Inland Waterways Corporation, 


with the Merchant Fleet Corporation, 
are the only government agencies oc- 
cupying a private 
business 
status. 


They may sue and be sued like any 
other company. Stock in the Water- 
ways Corporation is held by the Unit- 
ed States Treasury and it controls its 
own finances.' The Secretary of War 
is chairman-of^its board .'pf1 .trustees.' 
Ashbtirn occupies a place correspond- 
ing to president of a "corporation, re- 
sponsible to the secretary. 


As a result of the reorganization, ac- 


cording to Ashburn, losses have been 
turned to earnings. During the last 
five years the corporation has aver- 
aged a net income from operations 
of $95,000. 


Eventualyy, Ashburn said, the gov- 


ernment plans to sell its lines to pri- 
vate operators. This will take place 
when river navigation 
is improved, 


terminals established at all important 
points and the business success cf wat- 
erway operation on the Mississippi is 
fully demonstrated. 


Even now, Ashburn said, many pri- 


vate operators have been led to estab- 
lish lines. United States Steel Cor- 
poration and several other large firms 
operate their own boats on the Mis- 
sissippi. In addition, the American 
Barge Lines and the Mississippi Val- 
ley Barge Lines huve established ser- 
vice as common carriers, he said. 


The government boats now ply only 


the Mississippi 
and Warrior 
rivers, 


but they will be placed on the Mis- 
souri too as soon as army engineers 
certify the existence of 
a 
six-foot 


channel there. This action is expect- 
ed before the end of 1931. 


Thus far government barges have 


been kept off the Ohio to avoid com- 
peting with private operators thereon, 
Ashburn said.

NO. 9—The March Of Mack 


Some of baseball's most dramatic 


and spectacular history 
was being 


made while the Athletics of pre-war 
vintage were the toast of Quakertown. 


Walter Johnson, "Big Barney" the 


smoke-ball king, was in his prime, 
single-handed pitching Washington 
into a contending position by marvel- 
ous mound work that earned him as 
high as 36 victories in the season of 
1930. Johnson once hurled three suc- 
cessive shutouts against the New York 
Yankees, causing Kid Elberfeld to re- 
mark on the fourth day: 


"If that blankety-blank from Idaho 


pitches again, none of us will have 
any job left.1' 


Ty Cobb, too, was at the zenith of 


his unparalleled career as an all- 
around star with the Detroit Tigers. 


Starting in 1910, after the introduc- 


tion of the cork-center 
ball, Cobb 


burned up the American league with 
a five-year streak in which he aver- 
aged .400 at bat. The breat Georgian 
hit; his high mark with .420 in 19U, 
when Shoeless Joe Jackson, then just 
a, Carolina rookie with the Cleveland 
"Napsf" pushed him by hitting .408 


The Boston Red Sox fiad a great ar- 


ray, featuring the remarkable outfield 
of 'Tris Speaker, Harry Hooper and 
Duffy Lewis, as well as a fine pitch- 
ing staff headed by Smoky Joe Wood. 
The Sox.were the only club able to 
check the championship rim of the 
Athletics in their own league, willing 
the pennant in 1912 and thereby pre- 
venting the Mackmen from setting a 
record of five in a row. 


The year of 1912 produced the most 


astonishing set of pitching perform- 
ances any baseball season has known, 
with records for consecutive victories 
being achieved by three moundsmen. 


Topping the list was Richard W. 


(Rube) Marquard, 
left-hander, who 


came up to the New York Giants from 
Indianapolis of the American asso- 
ciation highly-touted, only to be label- 
ed "the 511,000 lemon'.' when he failed 
to show anything in 1909-10. He struck 
his stride in 1911, leading the league's 
pitchers with 24 victories, and in 1912 
started the season with 19 consecu- 
tive triumphs. The Rube was unbeat- 
en from April 11 through July 3 as he 
equaled the all-time record of Tim 


r 
As Sir Thomas' Shamrock Lost Last Race in Series 


Kecfe. made in 1888, and established 
n modern mark. 


The American league subsequently 


witnessd a thrilling duel between Joe 
Wood and Walter Johnson. It ended 
with each winning 16 straight games 
for a new league record. Johnspn was 
unbeaten from July 3 to August 23, 
Wood from July 8 to September 15. 
The Red Sox ace led the hurling list 
with a final total of 34 victories 
and 


only 5 defeats, for a winning percen- 
tage of .872 that has never been touch- 
ed in either major league. Chief Ben- 
der nearly equaled Wood's and John- 
son's records when he won 15 straight 
tor the Athletics in 1914. 
' 


The New York Giants, three-straight 


pennant winners, were king-pins in 
the National league, but were beaten 
as many tunes by their American 
league rivals, twice by the Athletics 
and once by the Red Sox in the hectic 
eight-game battle of 1912. 


Mack ha* .gained revenge 'over Mc- 


Graw,: in 1911...for the .humiliation of 
being , shut-out. four tiroes in 1905. 
Mathewson, -Nemesis of the As, got 
the decision over Bender in a sen- 
sational 2 to-1 opener Jo the 1911 series 
biif he wjis beaten twice afterward. 
Two home runs by Frank Baker were 
contributing factors to the victory 
of the Athletics, who finally won 
four out of six games after the series 
had been delayed a solid week by 
rain. 


One of the early incidents of "play- 


er-writing" complications developed 
in this series. The first of Baker's 
home r-uns helped beat, whereupon 
Mathewson's "ghost writer," in the 
pitcher's signed 
newspaper 
article, 


took the Rube sharply 
to task for 


pitching improperly to the slugging 
third baseman of the Athletics. 


Marquard was "sore," but he had 


ample revenge. It was Matthewson's 


turn to pitch the next day and Baker 
again connected for a homer to 'de- 
cide the contest 


Another incident In this series gave 


eloquent testimony to Mack's fine 
sportsmanship. It happened after the 
Giants had won a tight game, Lar- 
ry Doyle racing home with the win- 
ning run on a sacrifice drive to Dan- 
ny Murphy, whose throw to the plat 
was too late to catch the New York 
second baseman. It was unnoticed at 
the time by players, but Bill Klem, 
umpire behind the plate, later told n 
newspaperman Doyle had not touched 
the plate at all and could have been 
called out if the As had been more 
alert and protested. 


The story was/ quickly carried to 


Mack. It was suggested he file a pro- 
test. He replied: 


"The Giants won that game fairly 


and squarely. I won't .protest. The 
Athletics do not want to win any 
games on technicalities." 


The Athletics, after their slump of 


1912, were back at the top in 1913 with 
a slightly revamped line 
up. John 


(Stuffy) Mclnnis had replaced Harry 
Davis at first base, Amos (Billiken) 
Strunk and Eddie Murphy were in 


the outfield, Wally Schang behind (he 
bat with the veteran Jack Lapp, and 
Joe Bush a useful addition to the 
hurling staff, along with Bob Show- 
key.. Herb Pennock was just n rookie. 


Again Mack outgeneraled McGraw 


in the world's series. It took the As 
only five games to win the champion-; 
ship, Mathewson scoring the only tri- 
umph for the Giants in a 10-inning 
duel with Eddie Plank. 


When the Athletics won the pennant 


again in 1914, it looked as though 
nothing could stop the march of Mack. 
But it was the year of big unheavals. 
The world war broke out and the 
Athletics, soundly thrashed 
in four 


straight games by the Braves in the 
world's series, were broken up.
